So great is 
the demand that the candle and other 
works can no longer yleld the required 
supply of this commodity, and we now 
not only manufacture it on a large 
scale, but import it. It is used in med- 
icine, in the arts, in perfumery, in the 
manufacture of beer, in calico print: 
ing, in the preparation of leather anG 
as an antiseptic. Large quantities are 
annually absorbed in the production of 
nitroglycerin, dynamite and other ex: 
plosives, 


Derivation or Phrases. 

Next to Shakespeare we draw most 
profusely from the Bible for terse ex- 
pressions, Proverbs anc Ecclesiastes 
furnishing the larger proportion from 
the Old Testament and St. Paul’s epis- 
tles from the New. Milton, though far 
behind these two great sources of Eng- 
lish speech, gives us more famillar ex- 
pressions than any other writer after 
them. From him we have learned to 
speak of “a dim religious light,” of

One Queen Anne Timepiece to Be Seen 
In Toronto Is 300 Years Old and 
Is Without Hands. 


There are some rare old clocks in To- 
ronto. It may interest the public to 
know that one man in the employ of a 
big jewelry ‘firm in that city spends 
three days of every week in visiting 
private residences, business houses, and 
factories, to wind up the big old clocks 
that are kept as_ heirlooms’ or 
curlosities in these places. Half of his 
time every week is spent in making 
the round of these places, and winding 
and regulating their old timepieces. He 
Says that the majority of the clocks 
keep remarkably good time, too, when 
one takes into consideration the fact 
that they have recorded the filght of 
ages for so long.

Call it whim or fad o1 fancy, or what 
you like, but the fact remains that 
many of the best and biggest familles 
{in Toronto have a penchant for rare 
old clocks. The older the clock the bet- 
ter. If it has “dwelt in marble halls” 
in some age of the dim and distant past, 
they value it so much the more. A 
family heirloom of this variety is 
treasured most carefully, 

So great has this fancy grown on 
some of Toronto's families that it Is 
commonly reported that they go tra- 
veling on the Continent, and buy some 
old clock that strikes thelr fancy. It {1s 
then brought home and Installed in the 
famlly residence. The European dealers 
in curlosities have learned of this, and 
they play on the !gnorance of the buy- 
ers, 

Old Case, New Works. 

The story goes that a Toronto man 
went traveling to Europe, and in a 
French shop he thought he had discov- 
ered a very ancient and rare specimen 
of a timepiece. He bought it for a good 
big figure, and when he got back in 
Toronto was humiliated when an ex- 
Pert on clocks informed him that he haa 
been duped. The clock he had bought 
was a new one throughout—new case, 
new works, new everything—but it was 
done in the old style, and after'an old 
design. Well, perhaps it doesn’t mat- 
ter much, and the uninitiated may nev- 
er know the difference between the old 
and the new, but it must make that man 
uncomfortable when he look at the face 
of that French clock. 

In one shop in Toronto at the present 
time there 1s an old clock made in the 
time of the good Queen Anne of Eng- 
land. Three hundred years old, and cer- 
Sainly a curiosity. It is made of brass, 
and the welghts and pendulum are en- 
tirely exposed to view. The clock 1s 
not meant to be cased. It hangs on the 
wall, and the face and works are en- 
closed partially in a little box-like 
structure. There is no minute hand 
traveling around its face. Still, it has 
two hands, one to indicate the hours, 
and the other to indicate where to set 
the alarm. The dial is divided into 
quarter-hour spaces. It came to the 
shop for general repairs, and had to bo 
fitted with new weights, and new pen- 
dulum, and other parts. 

Has Three or Four. - 

An old gentleman living on Glouces- 
ter street has three or four old time- 
pieces in his house, and he knows the 
history of them all. They have been 
handed down from generation to gener- 
ation, and are genuine heirlooms, 

Mr. BE. F. B. Johnston, the well- 
known lawyer, when he was in Eu- 
rope some years ago, secured a very 
old clock of German make, and rather 
curlous design. It has two bells on ths 
top, and it is so arranged that the 
hour is struck on one bell, while tha 
half-hour is sounded on the other. 

Many of the quaintest old specimens 
of the clockmakers art come from 
France. One seen recently was prob- 
ably a century old, and was in the rath- 
er original globular form. Inside there 
was a place for a small light, probably 
of the power of a candle, and on the 
outside of the globe the hours were 
marked. The Indicator {is fixed so that, 
as the globe slowly and regularly re- 
volves, it shows the hour of the day 
on the transparent globe. A clock of 
this sort is meant more particularly for 
the sick room, and for the nurse, who 
has to give food or medicine to the pa- 
tlent at stated intervals, which are 
measured by hours. 

Made of Wood. 

Then, there are many old and quaint 
time-pieces inlaid with brass, and or- 
namented with tortoise shell, There 
are clooks made entirely of wood—these 
are German, and are made in the Black 
Forest—and it may be Interesting to 
note that oll Is never used on these 
wooden clocks. Black lead is the sub- 
stitute, and it serves the purpose much 
better than ofl would. 

The old grandfathers’ clocks that are 
50 universally popular frequently come 
in for repairs. ‘There are more of them 
than of almost any other type. 


A Medical View ef the Charges and 
Work of Physicians.

Ho would 
not be doing his duty by his patients if 
he tried to treat a hundred a day, and 
that many would crowd his offices if 
his fees were 25 cents. Itis also a fact 
that a surgeon can do more now than 
ever before—a few can do wonders as 
compared with the surgeons of a cen- 
tury ago—and'they receive more in pro- 
portion by the operation of natural 
law. How they guined this ability is 
immaterial to the question. Indeed, 
not all have ability to profit by fortul- 
tous opportunities to learn surgery.

Profit and Loss and 
Help the Feeder. 
By CLARENCD B. LANE. 
The condition of the farming indus- 


~| try as seen on the average farm points 


to the need of better business methods 
and more definite knowledge of the 
sources of profit and loss. In no de- 


partment connected with the farm is- 


there more need for absolute data than 
in the dairy. 

The records of progressive and un- 
progressive dairymen indicate that 


there is no business which shows a’ 


greater range of profit than tbat of 
dairy farming. Investigations of cream- 
ery patrons illustrate this most strik- 
ingly and show that one dairyman fre- 
quently makes double the profits of his 
nejghbors. - 

Good judges believe that one-fourth 
of the cows of the entire country kept 
for milk do not pay. the cost of keeping 
and nearly one-fourth more fail to 
yield an annual profit. 

Records of the performances of dairy 
cows form the only accurate and safe 
basis for judging their value. It is the 
constant aim of progressive dairymen 
to improve their herds, and such im- 
provement must depend largely_upon 
culling the herd and getting rid of the 
unprofitable animals. From the breed- 
ers’ standpoint records are, especially 
valuable in assisting in finding cus- 
tomers for their stock. Many buyers 
insist on seeing records of dairy per- 
formance before purchasing. 

A record is also of great help to the 
feeder. If he knows exactly what a 
cow is doing he can prepare the ration 
accordingly and offen feed more eco- 
nomically. Again, a dally milk record 
enables a dairyman to detect the ap. 
proach of sickness in a cow and thus 
to take steps to ward it off, 


Minimum Standard. 

The New York state dairymen’s con- 
vention passed a resolution favoring a 
minimum standard not only for milk, 
but for cream, butter and cheese, and a 
provision for the higher standards un- 
der registrution with the department 
of agriculture, higher standards to be 
labeled and signs to be displayed on 
wagons, in places of business, etc., and 
a sufficient penalty for. false registra- 
tion. If some encouragement of this 
sort could be offered, it would seem 
that more milk. testing above 3 per 
cent might be sold. Then, too, there 
would be some chance for a farmer to 
sell on a test basis and not be com- 
pelled to sell 5 per cent or 6 per cent 
milk at the same price that Is paid for 
-8 per cent milk, says’a writer in Na- 
tional Stockman, 


Clover and Lime. 

When the common red clover, after 
taking root in the spring, is found lat- 
er in the season to be making no 
growth and finally disappears in patches 
or altogether, then the need of lime is 
Indicated. The appearance of the 
plant known as sorrel, or horse sorrel, 
is a further indication of the need of 
lime.—Ohio Experiment Station, -

Gold Used In. Jewelry. 

France heads the list as the country 
which uses up most gold In the making 
of jewelry. Her jewelers work up 
36,000 pounds weight of gold every 
year—that is, about one-thirtieth of the 
whole amount produced. Great Britain 
accounts for an almost equal quantity, 
and the United States takes 32,000 
pounds welght for similar objects, 
while German craftsmen for that coun- 
try. worked up 30,000 pounds of virgin 
gold in the last year. Small as Swit- 
zeriand Is, she absorbed nearly 20,000 
pounds weight of fine gold, while Italy 
and Russia between them took a sim}- 
lar amount. We can procure no accu- 
rate statistics from Turkey or India or 
China, but as each of these countries 
useg a large quantity of gold for pur- 
poses of ornament we shall not be 
very far wrong if we say that the 
world’s jewelers use more than half of 
all the gold produced. 


Million Bushels of Wheat Wasted. 

“During 1905,” writes George R. 
Metcalfe, M EB. in the Technical 
World Magazine, “the railronds of the 
United States ordered new locomotives 
to the number of 6,300, together with 
3.800 passenger cars and 340,000 
freight cars. These last figures give a 
good idea of the relative importunce of 
passenger and freight traflic to a large 
railroad. The rail mills started the 
new year with orders for 2,500,000 tons 
on their books, 

“In spite of these great orders and in 
spite of the best efforts of the railroad 
managers pile after pile of thousands 
of bushels of corn has been heaped up

HIDDEN TREASURE 


That Pirate. Gold Worth Millions Is 
Buried at Cocos Island is Un- 
doubtedly True. 

Admiral Pailiser has decided to 
~have nothing to do with the new 


treasure hunung expedition to Cocos 
island which is being fitted out in 
America, says the London Daily Ex- 
press, : 

‘he Admiral, who accompanied 
Earl Fitzwilliam on his expedition in 
the Veronique, probably knows more 
about the location of the treasure than 
any other living man, and he is of the 
} that this search party is 

“doomed to failure from the outset. 

‘An intimate friend of Admiral Pal- 

Nsér>explained to an Bxpress: repre- 

sentative why,in-his opinion, the new 

expedition is likely to be unsuccessful. 

“In .wie first place,” he sald, “the 
chart possessed by the party is gen- 
erally supposed to be false. It is one 
of many which were sold to treasure- 
seekers some yeurs ago. 

‘shen, when the island is reached 
—and that will be the rainy season— 
it is almost certain that the treasure 
seekers will not be allowed to work, 
for a- syndicate—of which, it is re 
ported, Mr. Harold Grey, Mr. Mont 
morency and Captain Kennedy are the 
principals—holds a concession fiom 
the Costa Rica government for exploit- 
img the whole island, and until it gives 
this up no one else can work there. 
This syndicate has been working the 
island for the last two years without 
success. 

“It was mainly on account of the ex- 
istence of thiS concession that Earl 
fitzwilllam’s expedition falled. | Ad- 
miral Palliser told me that the Earl's 
party found it impossible to interfere 
with the syndicate, and could only 
work by its consent in certain parts 
of the island. 

“There is absolutely no doubt that 
two great treasure hoards are hidden 
in the island. One, a pirate treasure, 
is valued at between six and twelve 
millions sterling, and the other, known 
as “Keating’s Treasure’—is said to 
be worth three millions. 

“The former consisted of masses of 
gold and silver ornaments and gold 
ingots. ‘They were originally seized 
by the Spanish in Mexco and Peru 
and were beng carried away in Span- 
ish galleons when a notorious pirate, 
Captain Don Pedro Bonita, attacked 
and captured the vessels, and con. 
cealed their, freight in a secret cave 
in Cocos Island. 

“Keating’s treasure was _ obtained 
much in the same way. The Span 
jards, who were being driven out ol 
Peru, collected all their valuables in. 
Lima, and placed them for safety on 
the British ship Mary Dier. The 
captain and crew, being overcome at 
the sight of so much gold and silver, 
murdered those in charge, and sailed 
to Cocos island, where ‘they also hid 
their vast treasure. Retribution fol- 
lowed swiftly, however, for a Spanish 
warship went in pursuit, and finding 
them on the island, executed seven-. 
teen of the crew.

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Northwest Rebellion Recalled. 


A picture in The Manitoba Free Presg 
of a bridge (2,300 feet Jong and 85 feet 
high) which the Grand Trunk Pacific 
has just completed over Pine Creek, 
west of Portage la Prairie, Man., re- 
minded a veteran of the Northwest re- 
bellion of an incident which took place 
during the transport of troops westward 
in 1885. The Montreal Garrison Artll- 
lery (as it was then known) was the 
first regiment to make the all-rail trip 
to Winnipeg over the C. P. R. They 
laid over one Sunday at Jackfish Bay, 
on the shores of Lake Superior, and re- 
sumed their journey on the Monday 
morning. When they had got about fif- 
ty miles, the conductor came through 
the train and stated that they were ap- 
proaching a new trestle which has just 
been completed. No trains had run 
over it, and the engineer was afraid 
to trust his train with its human freight 
to the possible perils of the trip. So 
the order went forth for the regiment 
to march over this bridge, which was 
about a quarter of a mile long and about 
100 feet high. Of course, the men were 
told to break step, and they did so. All 
got across safely except one rather stout 
man, who was a veteran of the Franco- 
Prussian war, and he collapsed. He was 
a-heavy load to carry, but a fatigue 
party was detalled to bring him across. 
They started, and had just got hold of 
him when they heard the train ap- 
proaching. The trestle was on a curve, 
and the train could not be seen until 
{t was nearly upon the party; but they 
“hustled,” and got their man across al) 
right. Then it was not the Alsatian who 
collapsed, but his rescuers. 


A Lover of Humanity. 

The Countess of Aberdeen is a lover 
of humanity. When Lord Aberdeen was 
Governor-General of Canada, from 1893 
to 1898, the countess was probably the 
most conspicuous and popular woman 
in Canada. She was born on the estate 
in Inverness-shire in 1857, and was 
married to Lord Aberdeen in 1877.

She was 
directly responsible for a revival of the 
lace-making industry in Ireland, and 
ordered that all guests to the Castle at 
Dublin must wear Irish popiin, She 
organized the Women’s Liberal Federa- 
tion, which has a membership of 80,000.

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THE HOMESTEAD LAW. 


To Bo Rigidly Enforced cmd wana 


Sharks to Be Put Out of Business’ | 


. —New Regulations. 


The extraordinary influx of settlers 
{nto the Northwest which has taken 
place during the last three years has 
subjected the homestead regulations to 
@ severe test and has demonstrated that 
they are not suitable to present condi- 
tions. When there was little or no em!- 
gration to that country the land had 
scarcely any value. It did not matter 
that the soll was the best in the world 
and was capable of yielding enormous 
crops. People did not come and the 
land could be had for a mere song, Un- 
der such circumstances the homestead 
regulations were easily’carried out and 
there was no difficulty about their en- 
forcement. No incentivé to fraud ex- 
isted, and If such occurred it was speed- 
fly detected. That was all changed 
when the great fertillty of the North- 
west lands commenced to be nolsed 
abroad, when the posdlbilitlies of suc- 
cessful farming began to be realized, 
and when people started to come into 
the country at the rate of 200,000 a year. 
The price of land went up by leaps and 
bounds, numerous land companies were 
formed in the United States who pur- 
chased large blocks from Canadian rall- 
ways and other concerns, and generally 
land was in great demand. 


The Land Shark’s Chance, 


This was the opportunity for the land 
shark and for unscrupulous persons 
who saw Dig profits in evading the law 
and blanketing quarter sections on a 
large scale. The history of the western 
States abounds in land frands of the 
most ingenious description. Similar 
methods were sought to be introduced 
into the Canadian Northwest, and with | 
a@ considerable degree of success. The | 
lands bought from railway companies! 
were tho alternate or odd-numbered; 
sections. The even numbered sections; 
were, under the law, reserved for the 
bona fide settler. This, however, did 
not deter some speculative land com- 
panies and individual speculators from 
securing even-numbered sections, They 
got bogus homesteud entries made un- 
der the system which had been In vogue 
for years of allowing entries by proxy. 
More than that, they secured the can- 
cellation of genuine entries where the 
homesteader had failed to--fulfill his 
Obligations, or in some way or other 
had not complied with the law. With 
the adjoining even-numbered sections 
in his possession the speculator was 
able to boost the price of his lands. He 
would put a stiff price on an odd-num- 
bered section and then say to the pros- 
pective purchaser: ‘Now, if you will 
take this I will throw in the adjoining 
even-numbered section also.” <As the 
latter had been got for a merely nom- 
{nal price the speculator could well af- 
ford’ to do so, and, of course, the in- 
tending settler would jump at t 
chance. In this way the former would 
be handsomely paid for the land which 
he had obtained legitimately and also 
for that which had come into his pos- 
session through fraud. 


The New Figgulations. 


Recently new homestead regulations 
come into force which are designed to 
prevent frauds of the kind described. 
Hereafter homestead entries must be 
made in person and no proxies will be 
allowed. For cancellation of homestead 
entry only one application will be re- 
celved from any one person and he 
must be a genuine homesteader. These 
changes will get at the root of the evil. 
Furthermore, an effort will be made to 
set right some of the irregularities of 
the past. Frauds are reported to have 
been especially rampant in Alameda, 
Regina and Yorkton agencies, the three 
agencies nearest to the Manitoba and 
the international boundaries. In these 
districts the agents have received or- 
ders to prepare Hsts of all lands which 
have been under entry for more than a 
year and in respect of which there has 
been no extension of time granted. 


A Thorough Weeding-Out. 


When that time comes all the home- 
Stead inspectors that are available in 
Manitoba and also in Saskatchewan 
and Alberta will concentrate in the 
three agencies named above, and armed 
with the lists referred to will go over 
the lands, townsh!p by township. Where 
they find a quarter section which has 
been un@er entry for more than a year 
but which has no special protection and 
upon which no improvements have 
been wrought they will report the fact 
to the local agent. The latter will can- 
cel that entry and post notice in his 
office at once of the fact. The land 
will then be open to the entry of the 
first applicant at the counter. 


An Enforced Holiday. 

The Battleford Herald registers a 
kick because “the entire staff of this 
paper were taken” to serve on a jury 
recently and the Herald in consequence 
had to shut up shop. This was hard 
luck—for the Herald—possibly also for 
the litigants. But for the staff it was 
a windfall, About the only holiday a

up, and there may have been sentiments 
of human pity in the soul of the man 
who selected the jury. Seasons might 
come and seasons go, the inviting 
beauty of spring gives place to the good 
old summer time and this to the golden 
glory of autumn, bdut for the “staft” 
these were only memory’s fading pic- 
tures of the dreams of youth. And if 
by chance a stray sunbeam, struggling 
through the cobwebbed window, filck- 
ered on the withered features of the 
“old man,” or the odor of the rose 
blooms floated through the open door- 
way to the nostrils of thd “devil,” these 
messengers from the great glad world 
without brought only a sigh at the pri- 
vations of the strenuous life. But help 
comes often from an unexpected quar- 
ter, and what the limitations of the la- 
boring world denied was provided by 
the courts of law.—Edmonton Bulletin 


Electric Pig Iron Samples.

Why is a Negro Black? 


The origin of color in anything has 
always provided scientists wita an in- 
teresting study—the origin of color in 
human skin in particular 

There are between the cuticles of 
the skin certain pigments which, when 
acted upon by light rays produce dif- 
ferent tints. What these tints will be 
depends upon the angle at which the 
rays of the sun fall upon the pigments. 
Ac the equator the rays are about 
verticle; at the poles they slant at an 
angle not known in the tropics, and 
the chemical effects of the difterent 
kind of rays upon the pigments of the 
skin vary considerably. ‘thus we get oc 
lurge number of tints of the skin, trom 
white to yellow to- red, and red to 
black, many intermediate shades be- 
ing peculiar to certain latitudes, 

The pigments” themselves change 
tarough generations of exposure to the 
sun rays of one particular latitude, so 
that the skin of a child assumes the 
color, slightly modified, of its ances- 
ters, even when the child has been 
born and reared in a strange part ot 
the world. Thus, if a colony of negroes 
and negroesses settled in Britain, their 
decenuants would become paler with 
each generation, until eventually there 
would be no trace whatever of their 
ccginal color. Whites settling in the 
tropics would be deepening with each 
generation. :

Paris Green for the 
Cabbage Worm. 


One of the worst pests in our 
garden for years past says Clar- 
ence Wedge, of Minnesota, has 
been the cabbage worm, which is 
the larva of anearly white butter- 
fly, which may be seen flying ov- 
er the patch in considerable num- 
bers every day during the grow- 
ing season. It seems to infest 
not only the cabbage, but all of 
the cabbage family, including the 
cauliflower and kohlrabi, There 
are a number of remedies propos- 
ed, including hot water and dust, 
as well as the old reliable Paris 
green. We have heretofore had 
some misgivings about using 
Paris green but the appearance 
of our enemy and the rate it was 
consuming our favorite vegetable 
led us to try it last season. We 
mixed the Paris green with dust, 
as water is not supposed to stick 
toa cabbage leaf. Mixed with 
flour in a proportion of one to 
fifty and dusted on the plants 
through a double mesh of cheese 
cloth, we made a half teaspoonful 
of Paris Green go over some two 
hundred heads‘ of cabbage and 
cauliflower with sufficient effect 
to kill large quantities of the 
worms,-probably nearly all, and 
yet using so small a quantity of 
poison it is doubtful if a man 
would feel the effect of a small 
amount of arsenic, if he should 
take at one dose all that we put 
upon a single head.

THE NEWS, RED DEER, ALBERTA. 
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RICHARD BURBAGE. 


He Was a Great Actor and Shake- 
speare’s Leading Star. 

March 16, 1618 or 1619, Richard Bur- 
bage, player, died at Shoreditch, Lou- 
don. 

The first of the great English tragie 
cctors, Burbage was in every way 
worthy to head the long roll of Eng: 
land's famous players. ‘The son of ao 
actor, the friend and companion of 
Shakespeare, it was through him that 
many of the heroes of the dramatist 
first spoke to the eager playgoers who 
thronged the Globe theater. He was 
the original of Romeo, Hamlet, Lear. 
Othello, Macbeth, Shylock, . Richard 
Ill. and many other of Shakespeare’s 
leading characters, and his name 
stands next to-that of the great poet 
in the lcenses for acting granted by 
James I. in 1603 to the compuny of the 
Globe theater, 

His powers as an actor were not his 
only claim to distinction, for he was 
also a successful painter. The fame of 
his abilities held a prominent place in 
theatrical tradition for many years, a 
poem in his honor, dedicated to one of 
the great players of the day, being 
written as late as the timeof Charlies II. 

His death, which was probably the 
result of paralysis, caused the poets to 
turn their thoughts to his successful 
career, and it is from the numerous 
elegies then written that most of the 
information concerning him must be 
gathered. Few players have ever had 
the good fortune to be so well liked by 
the dramatists of their time, and all 
praised him, one even lamenting that 
his death “hath made a visible eclipse 
of playing.” 

A shrewd, careful man in his bus! 
ness affairs, Burbage left an estate 
producing a yearly income of £800, a 
large sum fora player in those days to 
bequeath to his heirs. Beloved and 
respected by all, he survived his great 
master by only a few years, his grave 
bearing the simple, expressive epitaph, 
“Rxit Burbage.’—JSondon Saturday 
Review. — 


CHLOROPHYLL. 


To This Substance Is Due the Colore 
ing of Plants. 

Chlorophyll is perhaps the most im- 
portant coloring substance in the 
world, for upon this substance depend 
the characteristic activity of plants, the 
synthesis of complex compounds from 
carbon dioxide and water process, upon 
which the existence of all living things 
is ultimately conditioned. Only in a 
very few unimportant forms devoid of 
chlorophy!l can the synthesis of com- 
* plex from simple compounds or from 
the elements be accomplished. The 
function of chlorophyll may only be 
comprehended when its chief physical 
properties are understood, These may 
be best illustrated by placing a gram 
of chopped leaves of grass or geranium 
in a few cubic centimeters of strong 
alcohol ‘for, an hour. 

“Such a ‘solution will be of a bright, 
clear green colar, and when the vessel 
containing it is held in such a manner 
that the sunlight is reflected from the 
surface of the liquid it will appear 
bjood red, due to its property of fluor- 
escence, that of changing the wave 
length of the rays of light of the violet 
and of the spectrum in such a manner 
as to make th olncide with those of 
tho xed. nd by examination of 
light which has: assed through a solu- 
tion of chlorg jhyll, however, that the 
greatest insight into its physical prop- 
erties may be gained. If such a ray of 
ight is passed through a prism and 
spread out on 4 screen, it may be seen 
*. that there are several large intervals 
‘of dark bands in the spectrum, The 
sxays of ight which would have accu- 


“““pied,these spaces have been absorbed 


by ‘the chlorophyll and converted into 
heat and other forms of energy. This 
energy is directly available to the pro- 
toplasm containing the chlorophyll, and 
by means of it the synthesis of com- 
plex substance may be accomplished. 


According to Horsepower, 

A young motorist, endeavoring to 
¢onvince a country innkeeper that tha 
decay of coaching was more than com- 
pensated for by the spread of motoring 
as a pastime, exclaimed, as a final ar- 
gument, that his car was of forty 
horsepower, “the equal, sir, of ten re- 
lays of coach horses.” 

The next morning he read in his bill, 
“To feeding and stabling, 80 shillings.” 

He asked the landlord for an ex- 
planation. 

“The charge for ’osses is 2 shillin’ a 
"ead, sir,” was the reply. “That ma- 
chine of yours is equal to forty ’osses, 
which is 80 shillin’.”—London Hx- 
press.

The Tomb Spider. 

The people of Italy believe in the ex- 
istence of a wonderful creature which 
for the want of a better name fs called 
the tomb spider. The entomologists 
know nothing of this queer beast and‘ 
declare that it only exists in the fancy 
of the superstitious persons and those 
whose curiosity or business makes it 
necessary for them to explore old ru- 
ins, tombs, catacombs, ete. According 
to the popular account, the tomb spi- 
der is of a pure white color, has wings 
like those of a bat, a dozen horrid | 
crooked legs and a body three or four ; 
times.the size of that of the largest 
tropical: American tarantula. The ac- 
counts ‘of this queer insect and his‘out 
of the way places of abode are by no 
means common, and on that account 
the information concerning him which 
{we will be able to give is very meager. 
Any Italian will tell you that such a

It Is Still Resorted to by Doctors In. 

7 Certain Emergencies, 

Bloodletting, or “venesection,” as it 
is known scientifically, was once the 
common remedy for nearly every form 
of ailment. Washington died of it, in 
the opinion of modern medica! authori- 
ties, and soon after his time there was 
a reaction against venesection. Better 
medicinal agents accomplished what- 
ever benefits were attributed to this he 
roic treatment, and a better knowledge 
of physiology condemned the practice. 

Venesection, bowever, is still em- 
ployed in certain emergencies by the 
most ndvanced practitioners. A Ger- 
min physician has made an extensive 
study of the subject, with clinical ex- 
periments, and reaches the conclusion 
that in certain cases where the heart 
and lungs are engorged with blood 
venesection Is permissible because of 
the speedy rellef it gives, often after 
other resources have failed, 

Deadly toxins are also present in the 
blood In some diseases, and venesection 
reduces then. ‘The lost fluid Is replaced 
with an injection of salt solution. 
Bloodletting affords relief to the livid 
sufferer from a distended beart when 
every breath Is a struggle, but Its use 
has been reduced to an exact science, 
and it is regarded in medicine as a 
final resort for giving ease in a con- 
paratively restricted group of ailments, 
The days when {ft was a cure-all, ad- 
ministered by the corner barber as well 
as every physician, have disappeared 
into the past.

PINEAPPLES. 


The Way They Grow and How the 
Plants Reproduce. 
Pineapples do not grow on trees. Im- 
agine a plant four feet in extreme 
height from the ground to the tip of 
leaves. A single stalk at the surface, 
but dividing at once into swordlike 
blades or leaves, fifteen in number, 
from the center of which appears a 
stiff, upright stem, at the top of which 
is the fruit. This stem is short, and the 
crown of the fruit when fully grown 
{s a foot or more below the points of 
the leaves. At the end of a year and 
a half from planting each plant pro- 
duces a single fruit, even as a cabbage 
plaut produces a single head. But the 
pineapple does not die after fruiting 
once. 
fruit and among the long, narrow 
leaves a sucker appears. If allowed to 
remain this will soon become the head 
of the plant, and within another year 
it will yield another fruit. This process 
may go on for a-term of years. In the 
meantime, however, otber suckers will 

make their appearance. 

These are broken off, and when stuck 
Into the ground they put out roots and 
become other plants. Thus a single 
Pineapple plant may produce a dozen 
or more others while it is yielding fruit 
from year to year.

Frogs’ Foam Nests. 

A naturalist has just discovered in 
the Bugoma forest of Lake Albert, Af- 
rica, a frog’s nest made of a spittle- 
like froth and attached to the back of 
some leaves overhanging a small 
stream. He took the precaution of pho- 
tographing his find before placing it in 
alcohol, and as soon as this was done 
the mass collapsed, revealing, how- 
ever, a wriggling mass of tadpoles 
about one-third of an inch in length. 
Foam nests of this kind, the scientists 
say, are made by certain frogs in Ja- 
pan as well as by some South Amert- 
can species. Some fishes also make 
foam nests, of which the parasite fish 
Is a conspicuous exumple. — Chicago 
News. 


A Gigantic Spanish Palace. 

The “eighth wonder,” as it is usually 
called, is the gigantic palace of the 
Escurial, which stands in the ancient 
kingdom of Toledo, Spain. It is con- 
fessedly the most wonderful edifice in 
the world, whether in dimensions or 
riches, It has 1,860 rooms, 6,200 win- 
dows and doors, 80 staircases, 73 foun- 
tains, 48 wine cellars, 8 organs and 51 
bells. Its circumference is 2,800 feet, 
or almost exactly a half mile. It was 
dedicated to St. Lorenzo, the saint who 
is said to have been broiled on a grid- 
fron, and on that account its founda- 
tions were laid off in Imitation of the 
shape of that kind of a piece of-kitch- 
en utenall. :

ROYAL EPICURES. 


Monarchs Who Were Famoves Fea 
Their Culinary Learning. 
Royalty in times past has had inany 
an accomplished epicure as Tearned in 
culinary lore as in the practice of the 
culsine, It was Henry de Valos who 
brought into fashion aromatic sauces 
and various spice dainties, inheriting 
his taste for cooking from Catherine de’ 
Medici, who ivtroduced into France not 
only ices, but much of the culinary art 

from Italy. 

Louis XIV. was devoted to gastron- 
omy, and for his use: liquors were in- 
vented in his old age, when, It is said, 
he could scarcely endure existence 
without a succession of artificial stim- 
ulants. But the pertinacity with 
which Charles V. of Spain ‘gratified his 
appetite under all circumstances rival- 
ed even that of Frederick the Great. 
Before rising in the morning potted 
capons were usually served to him, 
prepared with sugar, milk and spices, 
iced beer being one of his favorite 
drinks, Fish, too, of every kind was to 
his taste, eels, frogs and oysters occu- 
pying a prominent place in the royal 
bill of fare. Frederick the Great was 
fond of highly seasoned meats and had 
a strong predilection for Italian or 
French made dishes.. It was his habit 
during dinner to make pencil marks 
against the different items of the bill 
of fare, to which he referred when 
conversing afterward with the maitre 
d’hotel. : 
~When the Duc d’Escera and his royal 
master, Louls XVIII., were closeted to- 
gether to talk over a dish the ministers 
were. kept waiting in the antechamber, 
and the next day this notice regularly 
appeared in the official journals: “‘M. le 
Duc d’Escars a travaille dans le cab- 
inet.” It may be added that Louis 
XVIII. had invented the “‘trufiles a la 
puree d’ortolans,” and, reluctant to 
disclose the secret, he invariably pre- 
pared the dish with his own hands, 
assisted by the duke. Another epicu- 
rean of the first order was the Polish 
King Stanislaus Leszinski, who invent- 
ed many a new dish and vastly im- 
proved the style of cooking, astonish- 
ing the Lorrainers, among other things, 
by having served up at his table dishes 
of meat with fruits, both of which had 
been cooked together. Geese which 
had been plucked when alive, then 
whipped to death, and marinees were 
set down In his bill of fare as foreign 
birds, and after a somewhat similar 
fashion turkeys were transformed into 
“cogs de bruyeres” and were served at_ 
the table buried under the strong 
smelling herbs of Lorraine. One year 
was remarkable for the entire failure 
of the fruit crop, but Stanislaus would 
not be deprived of his dessert, for, 
turning his attention to confectionery, 
he substituted compositions of sugared 
vegetables, especially of turnips.—Lon- 
don Standard.

The Word “Kafr,” 

Very curlous has been the history of 
the word “Kaffir.” Sir Henry Rawlin- 
son once said that the loveliest oriental 
lady~he had ever seen was a Kaflir 
slave at Kabul. When she had loosen- 
ed her golden hair she could cover her- 
self completely as with a veil, THis 
name of Kaffir is as worldwide as 
Islamism, for it is the name of “un- 
believer” applied -by true Mohamme- 
dans to those’ that refuse the faith. 
The Portuguese found it applied to the 
negroes of east Africa by their Arab 
predecessors and handed it on to the 
Dutch and to the English. The Kafiir 
slave at Kabul belonged to one of 
those black clad mountain tribes in 
the heart of Afghanistan, who till 1895 
defied their Moslem neighbors and. on 
their dizzy precipices gloated on their 
{dolatry. These Afghan Kaffirs claim 
-to be descended from the Greeks who 
came with Alexander in his conquest 
of the east.

Although it is 
the most poisonous reptile known to 
inhabit northern Africa, it is the fa- 
vorite among -the snake charmers. 
These conjurers know how to render 
this serpent rigidly: unconscious by 
pressing the nape of {ts neck with a 
finger. This act appears to throw the 
reptile into catalepsy, in which he is as 
stiff as an iron rod. Traces of some- 
thing similar having been practiced in 
olden times may be found in the Bible, 
where Aaron made a serpent of his 
rod or staff.

Echoes and Architects, 

“It is possible to make echoes,” said 
an architect. “It is, indeed, easier to 
make than to destroy them. In the 
past men built their great temples and 
cathedrals with no. thought of acous- 
ties; hence when the preacher preached 
echoes rolled freely amid the groinings 
of the roof, down the rows of sculp- 
tured columns and round and round 
the nave. With wires strung bere and 
with tapestries spread there, many of 
the echoes of the old world buildings 
have been obliterated. There are echo 
experts—bullders ucquainted with the 
science of acoustics whose specialty is 
echoés’ destruction. Sometimes their 
taska are bard. Today an architect 
tnges thought of the echo. His build- 
Ing Is constructed so as to exclude this 
intruder. And, knowing how to ex- 
clude it, he knows how to welcome it 
‘also. I have frequently in landscape 
work put up summer houses and. ar- 
tanged rocks so as to creute an echo 
there.”~-Exchange.

NEW ZEALAND PENSIONS, 


Ninety Dollars a Year Is the Maximum 
For Old Age. 


New Zealand looks after its‘old folks. 
Every person of 65 years and upward 
who has lived for twenty-five years in 
the colony, has enjoyed a_ tolerably 

ood character during ‘that perlod, and 
3 @ sober respectable life for at 
least five years past, Js entitled to an 
old-age pension of the state funds. It 
is provided, however, that no pension 
can 6e awarded where the income 
from other sources exceeds $260 a 
year, or where the applicant has more 
than $1,360 worth of property. Asiatics 
and other aliens are ineligible. Wives 
draw a pension as well as their hus- 
bands, provided the total income of the 
household does not exceed $390 a year. 
The full State pension is $90 a year, but 
$5 1s deducted from avery $5 of income 
over $170 derived from other sources, 
Thus a pensioner with $200 a year in- 
come would draw $60 as his old age 
pension. The system has been in opera- 
tion seven years, and the number of 
pensions in force Is close_on 12,000, in- 
volving an annual payment of over 
‘$1,000,000. Last year the pensioners in- 
cluded four centenarians, two of whom 
were 103 years old. The pension is paid 
on the first day of every month, through 
‘the postal department,

Childhood's Dreams Are Good, 

The curbing or suppression of the 
fanciful imaginations of childhood was 
strongly condemned by Dr. J. W. 
Slaughter, in a lecture given under the 
auspices of the Childhood Society at 
the Parkes Museum, Margaret street, 
London, England. 

“A child's .view of things may be 
more real than ours,” he sald. “Their 
environment as interpreted by them 
is realJin just the same sense as ours 
as interpreted by us. There is no phase 
of life where things are as they are. 
They are what they are to us because 
we think they are, . > 

“A child deals-with ohlld facts, When 
{t is six it will deal with six-year-old 
facts, and when it grows to sixteen or 
eighteen it will deal with sixteen or 
elghteen-year-old facts. Let us treat 
the child’s world of imagination as real 
for that child, and utilize it as import- 
ant in.its human nature and education.” 

In a discussion which followed a 
teacher remarked that she had scholars 
ten years old to whom !t was impossible 
to teach history or literature, owing to 
their imaginative faculty having been 
early suppressed. 

“My six-year-old daughter has been 
told the story of the Garden of Eden,” 
remarked another lady. “She is now 
trying to solve the problem whether 
{t is a fairy tale or not. I have left 
her to her own thoughts, and she is 
rather inclined to think !t is a fairy 
tale because, she says, snakes don't 
talk.” 


We Ought to Live 140 Years. 

“T see that Dr. Lasalle has been com- 
municating his ideas of longevity to 
the Academy of Medicine,” says the 
Paris correspondent of Truth. 

“They are those of Flourens, who 
set them forth in his lectures at the 
Sorbonne; but Flourens had not the 
same opportunities for basing his leo- 
tures on a broad foundation of statis- 
ties. Reasoning from analogy, he con- 
cluded that human beings ought to live 
fiVe or six times ionger than it took 
them to attain the full adult state—that 
{isto say from twenty to twenty-five 
years, > 

"It takes a cat elghteen months to 
grow up. and the creature, if left to die 
@ natural death, does so at the age 
varying from ten to twelve years. The 
dog takes two years, and lives from 
“twelve to fourteen; the horse five, and 
goes on to twenty-five or thirty. <A 
well-constituted human belng ought to 
Iive from 120 to 140 years. 

“In adition to the cases of longevity 
cited by Flourens, Dr. Lasalle gives a 
long list. For instance: Peter Czortan, 
who dled recently at Temesvar, in Hun- 
gary, at the age of 183 years, and an old 
man who has just turned his 200th year 
in an asylum et Pulsk. He duried his 
wife in his 183rd year. Would it not be 
well to send a scientific commission to 
Pulsk to investigate into this Methuse- 
lah’s claim to extraordinary longevity?”
